THE SECOND DISTRICT. 

The Second istrict Convention aesembled in 
one of the aute-rooms, and was called to order 
by H. B. Miller, who at once began calling the 
list of delegates. . 

He was interrupted by Capt. Connett, who said 
that it was customary to choose a temporary 
Chairman, and he moved that Mr. T. E. Court- 
ney, of the Twelfth Ward, be selected for that 
position. The motion prevailed. 

Mr. Miller then moved that the Convention 
dispense with a Committee on COredentials, ac- 
cepting the list of delegates ag published in the 
papers, except where disputes occurred. This 
motion was adopted. - 

Mr.®. A. Stitts, of the Fourteenth Ward, was 
chosen Secretary. 

On motion of Capt. Connett the temporary 
officers were declared the permanent officers. 

Capt. Connett moved a recess of twenty min- 
utes. 

This motion was opposed until Mr. Millers ex- 
plained that the object of the recess was to hear 
from the First District nomination. Then the 
motion was carried. 

At the expiration of the twenty munutes in- 
teliigence was received that the Hon. B. G. 
Caulfield had been nominated for Congress ia 
ihe First District. 

H. B. Miller was chosen Assisiant Secretary, 
and proceeded to read a list of delegates. Near- 
ly all were present, and there were no disputed 
elections. Matthew Murphy was added to the 
Ninth Ward delegation. ~ 

A motion was made to exclude all but deiegates 
from the room. , 

Capt. Connett opposed this, and the Chair de- 
clined to put.the motion, for the reason that it 
was **undemo-ratic.”

The Convention was calied to order by Mr. A. 
C. Hesiog, and, on his motion, Col. Clampitt, of 
Lake County, was made Chairman. The Colonel 
thanked the delegates for the honor conferred, 
and expressed the hope that none but the best 
men would be selected for the various offices. 

Gen. Lieb and 5. I, Bradbury were elected 
Secretaries. 

C. C. Parks, of Lake County; J. P. Atwood, 
of New Trier; and Adolph Schoeninger, of Chi- 
cago, were appointed a (Committee on Creden- 
tials, and gaeorted a list, which, after the filling 
of a few vVo~Jcies, was adopted. 

The nomination of a candidate for Congress 
being the next business before the Convention,

be made the nominee by acclamation. The mo- 
tion prevailed amid great enthusiasm. Mr. Hes- 


ing rose in his seat and attempted to decline, but 
his voice could not be heard in the general con- 
fusion, and he was compelled to step to the 
front and make a speech. 

He said he was greatly surprised bv the action 
of the Convention‘in nominating him for Con- 
gress in the face of ail his protests. Though in 
politics many years, and always a8 gn active 
woxyker, he preferred to be a common soldier 
rather than a General. At various times io his 
career, previously to 1860, he bad frequently re- 
fused offices that were sought to be thrust apon 
him,and it was not until financial necessity com- 
pelled himthat be ran for and was elected to 
the office of ‘Sheriff of Cook County. He need 
scarceiy te!l the members of the Convention that 
he was with them heart and soul in the endeavor 
to rid the couutry of the oppressive burdens 
imposed by a corrupt administration. Not 
many weeks had passed: since he visited 
Springfield, and attempted with others te 
erganize the dissatisfied factions of the 
State, and place them in such a united position 
that they could present a bold front to the Ke- 
publican party in the important campaigns that 
were approaching. They bad not succeeded in 
this, and therefore the present Copgvention 
should not merely be styled the Opposition-lKe- 
form Convention, but a convention of all the 
élemeuts that are in opposition to Republican 
rule. He himself was unalterably opposed to 
that rule, and would never be content until ihe 
country was freed from it. Never im his politi- 
eal life had he entered into a fight with more 
soul and spirit, and he wonld wage the battle 
unceasingly as long as he possessed the physical 
sliength. He knew victory was with them. 

WILL NOT ACCFPT. 

As to the Congressional nomination, he was 
sorry that he could not be the standard-bearer 
of tho Third District. He had said so repeated- 
ly, yet the bonor had been pressed upon him. 
It was scarcely necessary for him to explain the 
condition of bis private affairs, but they were 
not in a condition tbat would warrant him in not 
giving them his sole attention for some time to 
come. When relieved of his embarrassments, if 
it was the wish of the people that he shouid hold 
oftice, he would cheerfully congent, but he would 
fust ahow them that after losing a fortune of 
# 200,000, he could still pay kis debts and _ live. 

Vben hus debts were wiped out, he would be 
free, but now he must decline all offices. In- 
stead of himself, he would suggest the name 
of a man wiw had made a callant fight two years 
before, and who he believed to be the beat man 
to represent the Third District in the National 
House of Representatives—the Hon. John V. Le 
hloyne. 

Mr. Hesing’s remarks were frequently inter- 
rupted with enthusiastic applause, and’the men- 
tion of Mr. LeMoyne’s name by him calied outa 
perfect storm of cheers. 

The Chair inquired if there was any motion be- 
fere the Convention, but the only answer he re- 
ceived was loud cries of *‘ Hesing!” ** Hesing!” 
‘He must run!” ‘* He cannot withdraw!” etce., 
etc. 

In response, Vir. Hesing said that he must de- 
cline again, with thanks. Honor, family, and 
business were more to bim than office. 

UNWILLING TO GIVE HIM UP. 

At this juncture, Gen. Lieb arose and said that 
there were times when a citizea shonld not re- 
fuse to serve the public, and the present was 
one of them. If Mr. Hesing would look after the 
people’s interestsin Washingtoa, they would look 
after his interests at home. His own nationality 
demanded the sacrifice from him, because it 
needed a Western representative in the halls of 
national legislation. If such a man as Mr. 
Hesing had been in Congress, arms would never 
have been sold to the French Government to 
fight Germany with. ({Hisses from the Irish 
wing of the Convention. | 

This injudicious remark caused the remainder 
of the Generai’s speech to fal! flat on his hear- 
ers, and his effort to get three cheers, even for 
Mr. Hesing, was a comparative fuilure. 

Mr. Hesing said it was neither judicious nor 
wise to force him to accept the nomination after 
his oft-repeated declination of it. It was no 
use to press himi; he would not accept it 
under any circumstances at present. The idea 
of any person takiog care of his business in his 
abseuce was simply preposterous. 

The Chair cailed for a second to the nomina— 
tion of Mr. LeMovne. 

Mr. Heines, of Lake County, wanted Mr.

| field, and every effort should be made to induce 
him not to withdraw. 

Mr. Bradbury, of Lake County, moved that 
the resignation be accepted, as Mr. Hesing’s 
mind seemed to be definitely made up. 

The motion was lost by a large majority. 

MR. SCHOENINGER 
then said he hoped Mr. Hesing would reconsider 
his determination. It was plain that he was the 
choice of the Convention by an overwhelming 
majority. If elected. it would be fifteen months 
before be could take his seat, and by that time, 


perhaps, his business affairs would be in such 
shape that he could with safety leave them in 
the hands of others. The young party that was 
just springing iuto existence needed just such a 
man in Washington. Mr. Hesing needed no 
money to carry bim through tie election. He 
did not require any bought votes to make bim 
victorious. His name alone was more than all 
the money that his opponents could use. 

Mr. Hesing arose once more, and said that, if 
the members of the Convention were friends of 
his and friends of the Opposition -party, and 
earnes:ly desired ita success, they wouid not ask 
bim again to run for Congress, believing that 
they meant everything they said, he would still 
decline. Two years ago the Republican party 
offered him the position of Lieutenant-Governor 
ov its ticket, coupled with the assurance that 
be would be Governor before the term expired. 
His bankers, however, knowing the condition of 
his affairs, advieed him not to touch that or any 
other office until he was out of difficulty, and ae 
proposed to follow that advice. He hoped the 
nomination would uot be pressed upon him 
azain, and he renewed his motion with refer- 
ence to 

MR. LE MOYNE, 
whom he promised to support with all his strength 
to the end. 

Mr. M. W. Roberta, of Lake View, seconded 
the motion, and said that Mr. LeMoyne wae rap- 
idly regaining health and strepgtn, and would 
ma.e a vigorous fight provided he was nominated 
by the Convention. He did not want the nom- 
nation under any other circumstances. 

The vote by which Mr. Hesing was nominated 
was then reconsidered, and Jir. LeMoyne was 
made the nominee by agclamation. Three rous- 
ing cheers were given tor him at the suggestion 
of Mr. Hesine. 

A commiitce of three, consisting of Mr. Hee- 
ing, Mr. Robinson, and Mr. Parks, was appointed 
to notify Mr. LeMoyne of his nomination, 

The following were apvointed a Central and 
Campaign Committee for two vears: The city 
wards—Ado/ph Schoeninger, John M. Rountree, 
and Charles Dennehy; the country towns—Dayvid 
8, Hammond and Charlies Paschick: Lake Coun- 
ty—S. 1.

The Fourth Dissrict Convention was not al- 
together harmonious, beirg made up of antag- 
onistic elements. H. B. Miller was chosen Chair- 
man, and T. F. Bailey Secretary, There was no 
Senator to be nominated from this district, but 
there was a lively scrimmage for the Repre- 
sentatives.

‘The Chair appointed George Von Hollen, Law- 
rence O’Bnen, and John R. Coffee as the Sena- 
torial Committee, and the Conveution adjourned 
with the proud consciousness of having nomi- 
pated one of the weakest tickets ever presenied 
for popular suffrage. 

THE FIFTH DISTRICT. 

The Fifth District Convention organized by 
the election of James Lyman as Chairman and 
D. A. Stitts as Secretary. 

All the nominations were made with entire 
unanimity, and were as foilows:

Mr. Phil. Conley then introduced Mr. Barney

To THE PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN OF THE Con- 
VENTION : I have been notified by your Committee of 
my nomination, by this body, as a candidate for Con- 
gress inthe First Congressional District of : Hlinois. 
It would be sheer dissimulation in me were I to say 
that I am taken by surprise at the result of your delib- 
erations, The frequent use of my tame by both the 
party and the press, in this connection, has led me to 
suppose that such a consummation might be reached, 
I have, therefore, had time to weigh the question with 
care a# to whether I should accept or decline the nom- 
ination if tendered, The conclusion to which I bave

The proffered honor is one which is neither to be 
sought nor declined, But in accepting it, it is proper 
for me to state that in all my political efforts in this 
city I have ever tried to contribute to the selection of 
the most capable men for offices of trust and honor, 
I am anxious todo #0 now, I want to see placed in 
public offices only such men as shall be abie to faith- 
fully and inteiligentiy represent the people of this 
great metropolis; men who will reflect credit on them- 
selves and the city; men who are actuated by an in- 
terest In the public welfare, and who understand the 
interests and varied wants of our city and State.

Upon the question of finance, I have tosay that I 
am of the opiuion that the agitation of the currency 
question by legisiative thinkers, after the recent panic, 
haus dope much towards the paralyzing of busine: 
throughout the country, and continuing a want of 
confience in the public mind, 

I wouid willingly leave the question to work out its 
own solution by a gradual restoration of confidence 
and prosperity throughout the country ; we want no 
experiments, no tampering with the circulating me- 
dium, Let us “let well enough alone.” It was 
thought by many that the panic was the result of an 


insufficient amount of currency to transact the 
business of the country, It had this appear- 
ance for a time, But ‘time has demonsirited 


that millions of unemployed capital have been driven 
into corners, and will seck investment as soon as con- 
fidence is restored. This confideace must come by de- 
grees, These hoarded trearures mat be ailowed to 
leave their hiding places and gradually float out upon | 
the chanvels of business and trade until a restored 
prosperity will cause the public mind to rest secure ia 
the aseurance that all is right. The precious metals 
must always continne to be in the future, as they have 
been in the past, the basis of trade the world over, 
They are to-day the réal basis of our commerce in ths 
country. Iam, therefore, in favor of the Springfieid 
Platform, and of a return to specie payments as soon 
as the confidence and restored prosperity of the coun- 
try will permit, 

But I am opposed to any sudden or spasmodic effort 
in that direction, Iam anxious for such a condiiion 
of things as will make the greenback which the laborer 
receives for daily wages, worth 100 cents in gold. I am 
equally opposed to contraction in the present condition 
of the country, but want to wait until the pent up vol- 
ume of the currency is all brought into active cireula- 
tion, when we can be the better judges aa to our future 
action, 

I am opposed to the repeal of the Legal-Tender act, 
because I believe it wohld lead to innumerable com- 
plications in the business of the country, and because 
I believe such repeal would be unconstitutional so far 
as regards all existing contracts, 

PAYING THE BONDS, 

Whatever may have been the original intent of the 
law by which our bonds were issued, that iaw has been 
aimended by the act of 1869, making those bonds paya- 
bie in gold, Those bonds have changed hands since 
that time, and are held all over Europe, and have 
maintained their value in consequence of that law, 
and are held by the savings banks of this country to 
recure the savings of the laborer. I am in favor of 
abiding bylawas Ifind it. This is old Democratic 
doctrine, I therefore stand by that law, and think it 
would be both bad faith and bad policy to disregard it, 
Iam in favor of paying our bonds in gold and thus 


‘maintaining public faith and credit with foreigners 


who hold those bonds. Suppose it were otherwise. 
S'ippose we pay our bonds in greenbacks to our Euro- 
pean neighbors, What will we pay our greenbacks 
in? Gold, most assuredly, goid, So it is as broad as 
it ia long. 

I believe that by a return to economy and integrity 
in the administration of public affairs: by the aboli- 
tion of the personal and family system of running the 
Government; by the cutting off of useless offices 
created to provide for and to reward political hangers- 
on and personal attaches; by the utter and permanent 
abolition of the system of voting away the public lands 
to create and fuster monopolies, a returning sense of 
confidence will be witnessed throughout the country 
which will bring the financial question to a solution at 
once easy, honorable, and natural, 

As tothe question of revenne, Iam in favor of a 
tariff sufficient simply to defray the expenses of onr 
Government; whatis otherwise known as revenue 
tariff. 

I am anxious to see the Governments of the South- 
ern States restored to the healthful exercise of all their 
functions, untrammeled from within, and free of all 
interference from without, The peace and prosperity 
of the Southern States are as essential to the general 
welfare of the whole country as the restoration of a 
paralyzed limb to its normal functions is to the health 
of the human body, 

But Iam not in favor of revolution: and shall de- 
mand that it be struck down, no matter in what sec- 
tion of the country it may show itself. Let all men 
know that their remedy for Governmental evil lies in 
the ballot-box, Let peace, then, reign thromghout the 
whole broad extent of our great Republic. Let the 
wails of no bleeding Ireland or weeping Poland mar 
the harmony of the “‘freest country on ecrih.” Let the 
blessings of the freedom guaranteed by the Constitn- 
tion descend like the dew of Hesxven, equally upon 
all, But, as I have already said, let the laws as they 
are be obeved. The only security we have for the 
perpetuity of our Government is a atrict adherence to 
law, which is as incumbent upon the Government as 
the governed. :

Paris, Oct. 5.—The election for Councils Gen- 
eral were held yesterday. Returns have been 
received thus. far from but 170 districts. They 
are slightly in favor of the Conservatives. The 
large towus hke Nantes, Lyons, Lille, and Bore 
deaux were carned by the Republicans, while the 
Conservatives were successful in the depart- 
ments. The Duke de’ Aumale was elected in the 
department of Oise. Prince Bonaparte defeated 
Prince Napoleon at Ajaccio. ‘ 

Parts, Oct. 5.—Suflicient returns of the elec- 
tion for Councils General have been received to 
indicate results in about 700 councils or districts, 
The Republicans have lost many seats, particu~ 
larly in Pinistere, Nievae, Charents, Inferieure, 
Gironde, and Van Clusa. In the Councils of the 
two last departments they have lost their former 
majorities, aad wiil be unable to romiuate Pres- 
idents of the bodies as heretofore. 
partists have almost everywhere profited by 
these reverses. The Monarchists have made 
very little progress. The Conservatives have 
been successful in eight out of twelve districts 
inthe Department of the Indre et Loire. The 
Republicans, however, have gained several seate 
in Catesdu, Lord, Ile et Vilaire, Somme, Nord, 
and Oise. ° 

Eighty members of the Right in the National 
Assembly, and seventy of the Left, sought for 
election to the Councils General. About thirty 
of the Right, including M. Haentjaens, a Bona- 
partist. and twenty of the Lef:, among them 
MM. Miland arid Pursson, Radicals, were defeat- 
ed. The Marquis d’Noaiiles was elected at Bay- 
onne on the Republican ticket. MM. Lede 
Peyre, Desmelieny, and Magne, members of the 
late Brogiie Ministry, and M. Baragnoo, Legiti- 
mist, have been successtul. A second ballot will 
be required in the Department of Sarthe, where M. 
Caillaux, Minister Sf Public Works, was a candi- 
date, Allthe members of the last Council-Genera} 
of the Bouches du Rhone, waich was dissolved 
by M. Fourton, late Mimster of the Interior, 
have been re-elected. 

Many of the Mayors who were dismissed by 

the Duke de Broglie have been elected to seats 
in the Councils, the people taking this method 
of protesting against the Governmental nomina- 
tion of Mayors. 
It is believed that the final result will show that 
little change on the whole has been made in the 
political complexion of the Councils, the gains 
of the Republicans baiancing their losses. The 
operation of the new electoral law has not 
proved as unfavorable to the Republicaus as 
they had feared.

GUATEMALA. 

Panama, Sept. 26.—A correspondent of the 
Star and Herald, writing from Antigua, Guate- 
mala, under date of Sept. 4, givet.an account of 
the earthquake thereon the previous evening. 
On the 3d of September, at 8:50 in the evening, 
without previous warning, @ strong earthquake 
shook the ground violently, in a direction from 
west to east. The wave-like undulations on the 
surface rose and fell at least one foot. The first 
strong shock lasted from twenty-five to thirty 
seconds, when the contents of a large water- 


tank in the court-yard of the hotel were 
thrown out. Wild sereeches and screams 
continned even after the early terror bal 


somewhat subsided, and long after there 
was a noise of walls falling more or 

distant, mingled with the sounds of hundreds 
of voices chanting a hymn for mercy. Many 
shocks followed during the night, every one of 
which gave rise to new siarms and new implora- 
tions. It was intensely dark during the coutinu- 
auce of the shocks. An inspection in the morn- 
ine showed that about two dozen inhabited 
houses were destroyed, cansing a loss of thirty- 
two lives.

LETTER FROM PROF. SWING. 

The following letter from Prof. Swing was 
then read: 

CuicaGo, Oct. 5, 1874, 
To the Chicago Prestytery : 

When in May last I withdrew from the Church of 
my birth and choice, the request for a letter 
to some kindred church was postponed because 
my withdrawal was based, mot upon a desire 
to hasten into some other denomination, 
but to hasten away from one in which military spirts, 
weary of prolonged peace, had become prominent ; 
and, fixing upou me as a casus belii, were gathering up 
the implements and passions of an insane war. 

In the few months which have since elapsed, I have 
said nothing and thought nothing about seckinga 
home in some other denomination, not only because 
my present position is sufliciently peaceful and good, 
but because society, being still full of that human na- 
ture which made the oid Germans,when they admitted 
anew ally into their confederation, espouse all his 
quarrels as thenceforth their own, I have felt 
unwilling to knock at the gates of any ad- 
joining tribe, and thus ask them to accept 
any part of .a conflict that seems to be 


| desolating the land from which Iam making escape, 


The seeking of some other ecclesiastical relations 
must be, therefore, postponed to days of peace. 

Your Synod will soon assem ble, and you will be asked

THE NORTHWESTERN RAILROAD. 

The report of President Keep, of the North- 
western Road, of the affairs of that corporation 
for the year ending May 31, 1874, has just been 
made public. It is substantially as follows : 

At the date of the last annual report, on the 31st of 
May, 1873, there were three unfinished lines of this 
Coupany’s railways in progress and nearly completed, 
viz, ; the Madison Extension, between Elroy and Spar- 
ta, Wis.; the Northwestern Union, between Milwau- 
kee and Fond du Lac; and the Winona & St, Peter Ex- 
tension, between the western border of the State of 
Minnesota and the Big Sioux River, in Dakota— hat 
being the terminus preseribed by the acts of Congress 
conferring the land grant, “ 

The Madison Extension was opened for public busi- 
ness on the 14ih of September, the Northwestern Union 
on the 7th of September, and the Winona & St, Peter 
on the 17th of September last—a brief interval before 
the occurrence of the great huancial panic of last yea. 
‘ The pumber of miles now embraced in the system 
of railroads owned and controlled by the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railway Company is 1,989.88, of which 
the Chicago & Northwestern proper—inclusive of 85 
miles of Chicago & Milwaukee Road, and 356.60 miles 
of leased roads in Lowa, and 37.90 miles of extensions 
to the iren mines on the Peninsula—has 1,498.70 
miles; and the proprietary roads 491.18 miles—asa fol- 
lowy, viz.: the Lowa Midland has 68.80 miles, the 
Northwestern Union, 62,63 miles, the La Crosse, 
Trempeaieau X& Prescott, 29 miles, and the Winona & 
St. Peter Railroad and Mankato Branch, 330.75 miles.

Among the important improvements completed dur- 
ing the past year may be mentioned the general office 
building in Chicago, a substantial and convenient 
brick building, 64 by 200 feet, with three staries 
and basement, containing large fire-proof vaults, for 
the protection of books, papers, and other valuabie. 
property, erected on the Company’s grounds, on Kin- 
zie and Market streets, Chicago, for the accommoda- 
tion of the general offices and business departments of 
the Company. The building was finished in season 
to be occupied on the Ist of last December, ct a cost of 
$122,172.02, 

NEW MACHINE AND REPAIR SHOPS 
were completed at West Chicago, consisting of one 
shop, 120 feet wide by 550 feet long, with transfer table 
for repairs of locomotives and machinery. 

The sheps are of brick and stone, with iron truss 
roofs, and have been furnished with a new stationary 
engine and boiler, and much new machinery for the 
construction and repairs of enginesand cars. Econo- 
my of operations is anticipated from this consolidation 
of the principal shops of the Company.

@ considerable expenditure has necessarily 
been incurred on ew roads . 
thelr opening in September, in preparing tracks, 
ditches, cuts, and embankments for the winter, and 
in providing adequate sido-tracks, water-stations, 
etc., for the convenience of operating. Some further 
outlays of moderate amount will be required from 
time to time for the same general purposes. 

To set at rest all questions in regard to the construc- 
tion of new roads, it may be remarked that all works 
of this kind which were in progress at the baginuing 
of the fiscal year were compieted during the year, and 
no new reads are now building, nor are any eontem- 


plated, 

. The expenditures made for this class of construction 

during the year were necessary to complete the new 

lines and extensions which had been authorized and 
entered upon in former years, and upon which a 
outlay trad already been made, 

The capital expended on the new lines has been 
faithfully applied to their construction under the im- 
mediate supervision of the principal officers and Chief 
Engineer of the Company, and ali materials have been 
purchased and the works prosecuted to completion 
without the intervention, in any manner, of “con- 
struction companies” or other intermediary instru- 
mentalities, 

GENERAL OPERATIONS, 

In addition to the purchase of the 10,000 tons of steel 
rails, which were mentioned in the last annual report, 
the Company ordered the further quantity of 10,000 
tons during the last winter and spring, and have relaid 
168 miles of the main lines with steel track during the 
year, Nine hundred tons were laid down on the 
Peninsula Division, and the residue on the Chicago & 
Milwaukee line, on '*e Wisconsin Division from Chi- 
cago, northerly, and on the Dixon ajif-line between 
Turner Junction and Fulton. 

In the changes from iron to steel, the track has been 

- mostly laid with new ties, and thoroughly ballasted, 
dressed up, and improved, thus mcreasing the ordi- 
nary cost of track repairs. 

The total length of steel-rail track laid down and in 
use, on the 3lst of Mayjlast, was 206.60 miles. 

For extensive improvements made to the track dur- 
ing the past year, the large sum of $2,265,418.31 was 
expended and charged to track repairs. This expend- 
iture, which constituted about 25 per cent of the en- 
tire cost of operating, and exceeded by $648,449.75, or 
more than 40 per cent, the game class of expenditure 
for the previous year, has materiaily improved the 
value of the property, and will greatly add to the com- 
fort, security, and economy of operations in the fu- 


ture, 

Included in this outlay for track repairs is the re- 
newal-cost (at the price of iron rails) of 168 555-5280 
miles of new steel rails, and 2 853-5280 miles of new 
iron rails, together amounting to $1,155,994.28; also, 

5,901 534-2240 tons rerolled iron rails, equal to 1638 
3429-5280 miles of track, costing $510,068.56; also, 
22,700 iron rails repaired and rerolled at the Com- 
pany’s shops, equa! to 45 3008-5280 miles, at a cost of 

24,645.62. The length of the track s0 re- 
newed is more than double that renewed 
in either the two previous years, and mes- 
sures 334 2665-5280 miles, or over 25 per cent of the 
entire length of the Company’s road. The large num- 
ber of 550,587 new track, switch, and bridge ties, cost- 
ing 38,64 cents each, or af average cost in the track of 
58.54 cents each, amounting to $321,793.71, were used, 
amd are equal to 196,64 miles of road laid with new 
ties. 

‘The eum of $33,295.97 was expend in raising track 
to grade and for baliasting, and $26, 874.92 for deepen- 
ing and widening ditciies, 

‘The total number of miles run by engines was 9,144,- 
280, as follows: For passenger service, 2,119,760 miles ; 
freight, 4,587,373 miles; wood, 102,112 miles; gravel, 
354,722 miles; switching, 1,980,313 miles, being an in- 
crease of 1,591,194 miles, or 21 per cent over the ser- 
vice of the preceding year. 

The quantity of fuel consumed was 95,734%; cords of 
wood, costing, $400,904.55, and 224,975%; tons of coal, 
costing $755.711,€0. Total cost, $1,156,616.53, which 
is 11.8 per cent greater than the cost of fuel during 
the previous year, occasioned by an increase of mile- 
age of over 21 per cent, The cost of fuel per mile 
run was 11,57 cents; the cost of fuel per mile run the 
previous year was 11,69 cents, 

Eleven locomotive engines have been rebuilt and im- 
proved, and thirteen more rebuilt, repaired, and 
changed from wood to coal burners; seven first-class 
cars, two second-class cars, one baggage car, and sixty- 
eight freight cars of all sorts were rebiiilt in the shops,

‘The last year thus repeats the experience of former 
yecrs, in showing a steady depreciation of the rates 
which the Company receives for its services, The 
decrease in earnings from freight and passengers, 
arising from the reduction in the rates received 
per ton per mile and per passenger per mile, is equal 
to the sum of $621,662.55 during the lest year, and this 
large abatement has been suilered by the Company 
without the ability to realize a corresponding decrease 
in wages, or other expenses of working the road, 

It is but afew years since the first lines of through 
cars were established for the transportation of freight 
between the Hast and the West without the nacessity 
of frequent transhipments, At the outset the freights 
carried were mostly of the higher classes or perishable 
property, but soon extended to the transportation of 
grain destined to such interior towns and cities in the 
Mast as had before received their supply by rail from 
the sea-board. The facilities thus employed were we!l 
calculated to promote, and soou induced, the move- 
ment of grain in bulk directly to the sea-board cities, 
especially in winter, and the question of Eastern and 
foreign markets greatly influenced the amount of busi- 
hess, and in some degree the charges that were made 
for transportation, ° 

The rates of freight were necessarily Jow, far leas 
than the local or terminal rates of the grain-producing 
roads further west, but were received by the trunk 
lines to the Atlantic cities as an auxiliary source pf 
revenue, which furnished, at times, litile or no profit, 
though contributing to the general prosperity of the 
railroads and the exchanges of commerce. 

These low rates for carrying grain readily challenged 
comparison with tne rates charged by the roads 
stretching far ont into the great grain-growing dis- 
tricts of the West, and it was inferred that mosg of 
these railroads were exacting unreasonable or exorbi- 
tant rates wherever they were unaffected by competi- 
tion, 

RAILROAD LEGISLATION, 

In the confused understanding of the intricacies of 

railroad transportion, and of the multiplicity of ever- 
changing circumstances which affect it, there “has 
sprung up within this period an unreasonable antago- 
nism in some of the Western Siates against railway 
corporations and railway management. Most of the 
rosds in that section of the country were built by 
money furnished by Eastern or foreign capitalists, 
whether attracted thereto by the allurements of land 
grants, by local considerations, or by the glowing rep- 
resentations of parties interested in the country that 
was 80 greatly benefited by these roads, 
' The State of Ilinois, after repeated attempts to reg- 
ulate the rates of transportation, has directed a Board 
of Railroad Commissioners to establish a tariff of 
rates which shall be artandard of prices by law, be- 
yond which the burden of proof of reasonable charges 
18 made to devolve on the railroad company, thus re- 
quiring such railroads es were chartered with the 
‘privilege of making their own rates to ve them- 
selves innocent of the crime of extortion case they 
exceed the State rates. Commissioners are appointed 
by the State to promote the enfarcement of the law. 

Some of the railroads have already been dragged 
into court uncer this lw, and weary all the principal 
compenies have bees compelled to become defendants 
in suits brought against them bg the State, because of 
this change of front om her part, and the exaction, by 
statute law, of diferent condiiions for corporate im- 
munity than were before enjoy ed, or were stipulated 
by the State Im the corporate nets creating the com- 
panies. 

Tie State of Iowa has imitated the example of Illi- 
nois, and, during the last winter, passed as law which 

since come into efiect, by wine the railroads are 
classified according to the amount of gross earnings, 
and ap unremunerative and inflexible tariff of fares 
and freights is established for each class; and the

State of Minnesota, whose balance of advantage from 
her system of railways—like that of lowa—is greatly in 
favor of the people who use, rather than of the owners 
who built them, has delegated the making of tariffs 
for railway service to a Deard of Railway Commifssion- 
ers appointed by virtue of her legislation. 

The results of this policy- must Recessarily arrest 
railway building in these States, 

Wisconsin, whose railroads more than all other en- 
terprises combined, have enriched the State aud devei- 
oped its resources, passed an act on the lith of March 
last, known as 

THE ‘‘ POTTER ACT,” 
which, if possible, exceeds in its oppressive provisions 
towards railroads all the unjust legislation of other 


States, 

Inder this act, the Chi & Northwestern 
Railway Oompany, together all the lines 
which it operates or controls in that State, and the 
Milwaukee & St Paul Railway Company and its de- 
pendent lines, irrespective of the cost, earnings, ex- 
pense of working, or financial condition of either or 
any of these ruilroads—indevendently or relatrveiy— 
as compared With each other, or with roads permitted 
to exist outside of this group, are classified and set 
out separate and distinct from all othér roads in the 
State, and arbitrary and exceptional requirements laid 
down for their business; their rates of fare are re- 
duced, their tariffs for freight reconstructed, and 
seven new classes of freight, comprising the principal 
preducts which the farmer has to sell or buy, such as 
grain, flour, salt, lumber, live stock, agricu!tuaal im- 
plements, coal, etc., are eliminated from the usuai 
classification of articles transported by rail, and prices 
are fixed on a sliding scale for their transportation, 
beginning with a certain rate for the first 25 miles, 
and diminishing the same with every successive stage 
of 25 miles, whether the freigit goes over one or more 
roads, or Whether those roads are in the same or 
another class, or receive equal or different rates for 
precisely the same service, 

Commissioners are appointed under this monstrous 
act, who are suthorized to still further reduce the 
tariffs at their discfetiohb, and the attempt is 
thus made by the State to. delegate tw three 
persons, unfamiliar with and inexperienced in ra‘y- 
way management, the power to prescribe the compen- 
sation which we may receive for our business. 

This «ct went into effect in the last of April, but its 
provisions were so palpably crude, unjust, and repug- 
nant to all principles of equity, and to the express stipa- 
lations contained in the charters of this Company, 
which were regarded essential to the protection of its 
bondholders and stockholders, that, under advice of 
the most eminent counsel in the conntry as to the un- 
constitutionality of the act, taps Company decided to 
test its validity in the courts, 

Some of the bondholdersand stockholders brought a 
bill in equity before the Circuit Court of the United 
States, inthe Western District of Wisconsin, to re- 
strain the Chicago & Northwestern Railway Company, 
and the Railway Commissioners, and Attorney—Gen- 
eral of the State, by injunction, from proceeding 
under the act, and the case was heard early in July, 
when the injunction was denied, the bill dismissed on 
demurrer, and appeal thereupon taken to 
the United States Supreme Court, at Wash- 
ington, where it is expected to be heard at the 
nxt October term, The Court, however, held that the 
State could not regulate inter-State commerce; and 
the provisions of the aet can only relate to local or 
State trafic, such as is taken up and put down within 
its borders, 

As yet, however, this Company has contested the un- 
just rates prescribed by the act, and they indulge the 
belief, as advised by counsel, that fhe Supreme Court 
of the United States will net ailirm its constitutional 
validity, 

At the same session of the Legislature which passed 
the Potter act the taxes imposed on railways were 
increased 3 to 4 per cent of their gross earnings. ' 

While the State of Wisconsin has made herself con- 
Bpicuous by legislation which wouid utterly subvert 
the rights of property, and deprive the owners of her 
railroads of their beneficial use, yet 

It Is DUE TO HER PEOPLE 
to say that throughout the controversy upon this Pot- 
ter act, witha very few annoying exceptions, they 
have evinced the most friendly disposition, and gen- 
erally concurred im condemning the hasty legislation 
which has brought so much evil, without just provo- 
cation, upon railway property within the Stete, It 
cannot be possible that the business community or the 
farmers of Wisconsin, whose honesty and intellizence 
are equal to the people of any State, can be fairly rep- 


resented in the passage of this act, and it is confi- | 


dently believed that, when the present excitement 
shall anbside and calmer views prevail, they will de- 
mand the repeal of the obnoxious measure, and pre- 
vent the recurrence of so great an injustice. 


The continuance of such an act upon the statnte book | 


would, ander any circumstances, be a greater calamity 
to the State than to the railways themselves. 

Ite enforcement might despoil them of their income 
and impair the value of their property, but the conse- 
quences would paralyze the State, arrest the influx of 
capital, and destroy confidence in all species of corpo- 
rate property, as resting on the verge of confiscation. 

That these views are not exaggerated, are attested by 
the most decided expressions from capitalists in this 
country and abroad. The effect of such legislation is 
fitly portrayed in the following language of one of the 
eminent counsel, and a distinguished jurist, who was 
engaged in the case at Madison: 

_“* It is deeply to be regretied that such an act should 
be found upon the pages of an American statute, 
Such legislation destroys our credit and reputation 
abroad, and perils our safety at home. It embodies 
the spirit of communism under a thin disguise. This 
spirit, born in the seething brain of France, has cov- 
ered Europe with its asfilliated societies, and fimally 
traversed the ocean and established itself upon our 
shores, Its principles are openly professed by or- 
ganized bodies in our cities, and its doctrines are pub- 
licly taught, The famous saying of a French social- 
istic author, ‘property, it is robbery,’ illustrates tie 
beauty of ita system, 

‘With astrange forgetfulness of the fact that all 
theories of legislation which involve an attack upon 
property rights will finally and most naturalty reach 
the ownership of land—that being in fact the mode in 
which the attack has commonly been made, both in 


ancient and modern times—the agricultural classes of | 


the Northwest are banding themselves into societies 
whose avowed object is seen in legislation hke this 
Wisconsin act. Never was there a greater blunder. 
Of all classes in the community they are the persons 
most interested inthe preservation of vested righis, 
and the just administration of justlaws, They own 
the real wealth of the country in its land. They are 
restless and angry now, because the fucome the land 
produces is comparativelysmall. They have suddenly 
awoke to the consciousness that they possess a giant’s 
strength, and they are ready to use it with a giant’s 
fury. “hey consider themselves oppressed by railway 
corporations, and they make a blind attack upon cor- 
porate property, They forget in their frenzy that, 
when they have once established the principle of com- 
peiling, by law, a man who has a large income, to 
divide it.with one who has less, they have established 


@ principle capable of indefinite expansion, and | 


one which will surely return to ‘plague the 
inventor.’ They forget that im all ourtowus and 
cities there are classes who demand ten hours’ wages 


for eight hours’ work, and with whom the cry of ‘land | 


for the landless’ is no unfamiliar sound, If the legis- 
lation now inaugurated shall succeed, and finally reach 
its logical results in anew distribution of the land— 
taking from those who have to give.io those who have 
not—it will be with a grim smile‘that the holder of 
railway stocks and bonds will recall to the honest 
Gtanger the words of the German proverb,—* The 
mills of the gods grind slowly, but they grind exceed- 
ing small,” 

“Every man not. utterly selfish must feel a keen 
sympathy with the rights and claims of labor, 
and earnestiy desire the coming of 2 time when it 
shall receive a better reward, Probebly much might 
be done in this direction by wise legislation, but cer- 
tainly the millenium of labor will not be hastened by a 
law which robs an Amsterdam banker of the moncy he 
has loaned us, in order that our corn may goa Litle 
more cheaply to market, and that our people may 
travel upon a railway at the rate of 3 cents per 
mile.” 

The assertion 
and repeated, that the railroad companies 
of Wisconsin, in conteyting the vaiidity of 
this act, are-setting themselves above the Siate and 
superior to law, that the charge has come to be almost 
believed by many honest persons, and has intluenced 
some, who have not taken time to consider it, to an 
unreasonable prejudice against the railroads, 

In contending that they ought not to be deprived 
of the beneficial use of their property without com- 
pensation, the railroad companies are but exercising 
a right which is not only claimed, but accorded to 
and freely enjoyed, by every other corporation 
and citizen of the State; and it w submitted that 
the assertion of such right in a legal mauner, by an 
appeal to the courts, is no attempt io override law, but 
rather an endeayor to invoke the law for the vindica- 
tion and enforcement of a just and uniform legal 
principle, necessary to the existence of goverament 
and the protection of every citizen, corporate or cor- 

oreal, in the epjoyment of his rights and property 
throughout the State.

THE ROCKFORD, ROCK ISLAND & 
ST. LOUIS RAILROAD COMPANY. 

A motion was made yesterday morning before 
Judge Blodgett for the appointment of a Re- 
ceiver in the case of the Union Trast Company 
vs. The Rockford, Rock Island & St. Louis 
Railroad Company. About four months ago the 
above-named Company filed a bill in the United 
States Circuit Court setting out the organization 
of the Company, and its issue of bonds to the 
ultimate amount of about $9,000,000; that in 
1872 the officers of the road, finding that it was 
unprofitabie, induced most of the bondholders to 
agree to a reduction of their bonds and interes 
one-half, and that preferred stock should. be is- 
sued. The bill then alleged that it was provided 
that on default in payment of interest for six 
months, the mortgages securing euch bonds 
should be foreclosed for such defanit. It was 
alleged that default hed been made, and a fore- 
closure was asked, and thelappointment of a [e- 
ceiver. 

A demurrer was filed to the bill, on the ground 
that it showed by its allegations that no default 
had been made for the prescribed length of time, 
as the last payment of interest, which, it was 
claimed, was not met at matufity, came due in 
February last, and the bill was filed in about four 
months afterward. After a hearing, Judge Biod- 
gett sustained the demurrer, and dismissed the 
bill. 

Judge Trumbull, who appeared for the com- 
plainant, omitted to ask the usual privilege of 
amending, and the case wag left in statu quo 
until the 22d of July. In the meantime, and on 
the 22d of July, the First National Bank, 
of this city, filed a bill in the Henry County Cir- 
cenit Court to foreclose the same trust-aeeds, 
and for a Receiver, and R. RB.

CbITUARY. 
BRYAN WALLER PROCTOR. 

The poet of this name, beiter known as Barry 
Cornwall, died yesterday at the advanced age of 
84 vears. He was one of Byron's schoolfellows 
at L:arrow, and in the letters of the great poet, 
written some fifty or sixty years ago, frequent 
and kind reference to the small one who has juet 
died may be found. The relations of Proctor to 
Charles Lawib were also close and cordial. In- 
deed, he was a man of a past generation. He 
has lingered on his old playgrounds and at his 
old labors long after they have been deseried by 
his comrades and associates. After leaving 
Harrow he passed some time inthe office of a 
solicitor in Wiltshire, then removed to London, 
and in 1821 was called to the Bar from Gray’s 
Inu. In the time that he couid spare from profes- 
sional labors, which he did not abandon until late 
in life, he gave much attention to literature, early 
manifesting a poetical temperament and a re- 
fined critical taste. His first work, produced in 
1815, was a small volume of dramatic sketches, 
in 1821, a tragedy from his pen, ‘‘ Mirandola,” 
was brought out at Covent Garden Theatre, with 
Macready in the principal part. His poetical 
works, in three volumes, were published in 15822; 
‘*Englieh Songs and Other Small Poems” in 
1832; and “ Essays and Tales in Prose” in 1851. 
His most meritorious compositions are perhaps 
the English Songs, many of which have been 
adapted to music, and his ‘‘ Dramatic Scenes,” 
which are attempted illustrations of natural

After spending a quiet Sunday, during which

Gen. Shaler—I hear that delays occur in ar- 
riving at tires sometimes. 

Commissioner Sheridan—Our horses are 80 
trained that within fifteen seconds of the first 
stroke of the gong they always stand ready to 
start. From 5to15 pounds of steam is always 
earried in each steamer, aad by the time it ar- 
-ives upon the ground it is carrying all the 
steam it requires. 

THE FIRE-ALARM. 

Gen. Shaler—-An ther fault of your system is 
the slowness wii which the alarm sounds. 

Commissioner Sheridan—Onr fire-alarm sys- 
tem is the most perfect one in the world. 

Gen. Shaler—I think the alarms come in too 
slowly. I know they come in much slower than 
in New York, and much vaiuable time is thereby 
lost. One good thing done since | was here in 
1567 was the extension of the fire-limita. This 
was a atep in a wise G1 ‘ection. 

Comnussioner Sbheridan—-[The measure was 
raiher an oppreseive one. My idea was the 
cradual extension of the limits, a8 the water- 
system extended. Still, the measure is a great 
protection, aud must be carried out strictly. 
~ Ald. Heath—The idea here is genéralthat the 
New York peovie think that Chicago is domg 
nothing to guard against the repetition of the 
vreat fires. This is wrong. The Building law, 
which will undoubtedly pass the Council, is now 
being prepared, and the efforts to increase the 
water-supply are unceasing. 

Gen. Shaler—We are aware of all this in New 
York. Unless 1 am mustaken, the laying of 
water-mains is doing, in some cases, by private 
pariies at their own expense. lf the insurance 
men of New York are ignorant of. ali this, it 
ronst be on account of the carelessness of their 
agents here in not keeping them properly posted. 

Commissiovuer Sheridan—There was a Mr. 
Perry visiting bere, the other day, on benalf of 
ithe insurance company, the, Royal Canadian, of 
Toronto, of which be is manazer. Thig gentle- 
man came here supposing that our Fire Depart- 
ment was utterly disorganized, but he changed 
bis idea before he went away, and stated that 
ours was one of the most complete organizations 
he had ever seen. 

Gen. Shaler—There is much that could be 
done in the wav of improvements that could be 
immediately accomplished if only the means 
were on band. In a week new companies with 
new epwines cou!d be organized, and old ones 
enlarged. By-the-by, how near to one another 
are the different fire-alarm boxes? 

Commissioner Sheridan—In the well-inhabited 


| portion of the city they are placed ata distance 


of 500 feet apart. There are parts of the city 
where there is adistance of 1}¢ mjles betweon 
boxes. 

Gen. Shaler—Then, in that case, you always 
will have large fires. 

Commissioner Sheridan—Lack of means is the 
cause of the deficiency. 3 

GROWTH OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Gen. Shaler—To what extent has the Fire 
Depariment been increased in size since 18O7 ? 

Commissioner Sheridan—In 1867 we had four- 
teem engines. Now we have twenty-six. Our 
popwation in 1867 was 226,000: at present it is 
probably between 400,000 and 500,000. 

Gen. Shaler—Is not the territory added to the 
city since 1867 fully equal to the city’s exteat in 
that vear ? 

Commissioner Shbheridan—Yes. 
Chics.zo at present is ut 36 square miles. 

Gen. Shaler—That of New York is ovly 23 
square miles, and yet there we have forty en- 
gines. Chicago certainly cannot get along with- 
out an equal number. 

At this moment Mr. Cregier, of the Water- 
Works, entered the room and announced that, as 
goon as the 36-inch main was placea, he would 
be willing to bet that, if ail the fire-eugines to 
be found between Chicagoand Albany. and lines 
100 miles north and south of those cities, were 
applied to it and set going they would not lower 
it an inch.

THE FIRE-PATROL. . 

It was evident from the airof the place that 
the General was not an unexpected visitor. 
Every piece of brass in the place gleamed witb a 
supernatural polish. and the men, in their full- 
dress uniform of heavily-monogrammed 
blue shirts and black pants, presented a very 
neat appearance. After acursory view of the 
lower flat the attention of the General wascalied 
to the two horses standing in their stalis ready 
to start for their place in the wagon at the first 
sound of the gong. The arrangement of these 
stalls was peculiar, 1p that the horse’s head was 
in the direction of the door, and, when the ani- 
mals were removed from the stalls, on being or- 
dered, back they returned to their resting-place 
tail first, and were rewarded with the applause 
of the sight-seers, the General applauding with 
evident gusto. The party then visited the sec- 
oud tloor of the bailding, which is used as the 
sleeping-room of the force, and whose appear- 
ance yesterday was singularly neat and clean. 
On the third floor the party were treated to an 
exhibition of skill on the part of two members 
of the Patrol, who spread and folded and 
unfolded and spread upon the floor a 
buge piece of tarpaulin with a rapidity that was 
absolutely surprising. The next thiag on the 
patrol programme was an exhibition of the 
Company 8 celebrity im hitching and unhitching 
the horses in the wagon. As soon as the visitors 
had all placed themselves ont of the road of the 
horses, the gong was sounded, and both animals 
leaped from their stalls aad took up position in 
front of the wagon and were hitched up, the 
whol@pperation taking just six seconds. Sey- 
eral hitching-trials were then made with four 
men at the harness, the hitching taxing from 
two and one-quarter to three seconds. Two 
hitching by a gingle mano took 
sixteen and sixteen and one-quarter sec- 
onds, respectively. It was evident throughout 
that Gen. Shaler was mtensely pleased with the 
performance, At its conclusion he made a little 
speech, in which be congratulated Capt. 
winkie upon the success of his endeavors to train 
the patrol, whose expertness surpassed anything 
be had ever seen, and his obeervation in that 
peculiarly line had been very extensive. There 
was no doubt that the wonderful rapidity and 
certainty of the movements of tne men was the 
result of much hard works. He reeresited thas 
other organizatious in Chicago were not in au 
equally advanced condition.

HiS IMPRESSIONS. 


In the evening a TrRipuNnz reporter had an in- | 


terview with Geo. Shaier at the residence of 
Gen. Chetlain, on Oak street. The General 
stated that the rain, which persisted in falling 
duriug the afternoon, rather militated against 
the success of the expedition, but vet he saw 
evough during his rice to convince hum that the 
lumber-region was ope of the finest ‘places for 
the suddeao appearance of a large fire which he 
had ever seen. They went ali throug’ the lum- 
ber-district, visiting both sides of the: river, and 
one or two elevators. There war; a certain 
amount of lumber piled upon the street, but not 
in any case he saw 80 as to impede the passage 
of anengine. He visited the engine-houses, 
and one hook and iadder, which he found in good 
order. Ao alarm-box was pulled, and half a 
dozen engines were on the spotin a very short 
space of time. The action of the firemen was 
very prompt, and their movements very rapid; 
altogether, the performance was very creditabie 
indeed. He mounted to the top of a fire- 
tower, and looked toward the lLumber-district 
and that portion of the frame district which was 
considered most dangerous. ‘here was no 
doubt that, in their present conslition, they are 
@ menace to. the city’s safety. He inquired 
amoug the people of the neighborhood, and 
learned that the condition of the jumper district 
had been greatly improved lately, and that the 
requirements of the law are being attended to. 
As he had said before, the ove great thing need- 
ful was larger fire companie’s, and more of them. 
How many more he could not say just yet. He 
bad studied a map of Chicago during the day 
which showed the position of the diiferent en- 
ceine-houses, but had not yet come to a definite 
conclusion a to how many new engines were re- 
quisite, and where they should be placed. With 
regard to the water-supply he preferred to be 
reticent, as the trial of to-day would settle deti- 
nitely the question of its suificiency or insufti- 
ciency. e had looked at the plans of the 
Water-Works in Mr. Chesbrough’s office, and 
had come to the conclusion that there ought to 
be no lack of water, but he could not 
speak on the subject until he had seen the last 
of a number of streams drawn from contiguous 
hydrants. 

The impression created by the General upon 
such of the gentlemen as went round with him 
yesterday and heard his criticisms of the various 
works brought uoder his notice, was very favor- 
able. They all agreed that he was a sensible, 
practical man and a thorough fireman, and that 
ois visit to Chicago could not but be atteuded 
with good results. Whether or not he can be in- 
duced to undertake the reformation of our fire 
affairs is very doubtful. He deciimed to answer 

*the question put to hun by a Trisnune reporter 
yesterday, stating that, *‘if the proper auchori- 
ties asked him the question it would then be 
time to think about it—that it would be best not 
to answer the question until they asked 1t.” 

After bis tour of inspection, the General vis-

NEGRO CONSPIRACY IN BEAUFORT, 
_ Sa 

Beaufort, S. €. (Sept. 23) Correspondence of the Nev 
York " ; 

Since 1865 Beanfort County, 8. C., bas been 
under the heel of the Radicai-party. Her Sena- 
tors, Representatives, and countv officials are 
generally black men, though sometimes a carpet- 
bagger or scalawag worms his way into some 
subordioate place. On election-days the polls 
are crowded with black voters, a few determined 
whites being present to cast a vote for the “best 
nigger.” When the voting population is nine 
blacks to one white, it is mot surprising that so 
few whites are inclined to choose where there is 
indeed no choice. 7

LBeauiort County is one of the most fertile sec- . 


tions of the Scate, aud tue lauds sell for a song. 
the richest islands and plantations are largely 
owned by negroes. With ail these advaniages 
they are in a ferment, and have been so for two 
months. They have formed into compsuics, 
parade secretly, sometimes ovenly, and indulge 
in terrible Genunciations of the whites, threaten 
the lives of women and children, and speak 
boastiully of the day of general siaughcer, when 
‘there will not be a white sou! left,” and the 
houses and jands wiil all belong to the blacka. 
** There is but a handful lett of whites, and we 
cau soon sheli them out,” is a favorite boast, A 
few days ago two negro companies met at the 
Village of Brighton, in this county, to paraie. 
Failiug intoa dispute they pitched into a fisticuff 
fight, both pariies being about equally matched. 
After the first excitement was over they discov- 


ered that the whites were really the persons to | 


be whipped, and forthwith they proceeded to 
make an assault upon the person of Mr. Kiley. 
That worthy citizen at the last accounts was be- 
seeching aid from their Majesties, Moses and 
Grant. 

Ku-Kluxism has never been even whispered 
in Beaufort County. Some fearful murders have 
occurred here, but they were committrd upon 
the whites, aud the black murderers stalk the 
land in freedom aud security.

Desiring to learn the opinion of the negroes, 
your correspondent inverviewed a negro 60 years 
of age, known for his uniform good con- 
duct and indusiry. 

After some hesitation, he eaid he was aware of 
the generai ill-feeling of his race toward the 
whites. Fle knew ibey expected to do some- 
thing on elect on-far, Die coulL not say wha. 
All the trouble starte: hen the candidates 
were going around making speeches. This fuss 
is kept yp by the lazy negroes, for, my icform- 
ant eal his people who work and lave some- 
thing @re satisfied. He notice that the men 
who talk about taking tle lands and houses from 
the whites are those who idie their time. It was 
his intention to mind his own affairs. 

This information was vot easily gained, the ne 
gro being of a taciturn nature. Every confidence, 
however. is given Lo his assertions. 

It ia said troops are on the wav to Beaufort 
County. (hey are sorely necded, for the hapless 
whites ar@Jargely in the minority.

* Some engineers in Baden have just contrived au 
ingenious piece of mecharism, which has already 
been adopted in some of the public buildings and 
streets of Heicelberg. Tie object is to provide 
for the simultaneous tichting of the gas-lights of 
the towa. ‘This has been done both in Paris and 
with us in the Aibert Hail by the use of an 
electric wire, but the German enyineers have in- 
vented amethod more simpleand durable. Their 
apparatus can be aiixed equaliy to all gas-jets, 
anti it is made toact, not by any special mechan- 
ism, but simply by the increased pressure of the 
gas which is a wavs laid on from the gasometer 
when the lamps should be lighted. The one act 
of turning on the gas at the main ignites it at all 
the burners titted with th® new apparatus. In 
acijeving this resalt the designers did not real!y 
obtain any very practical acivantage over the 
method or ignition by electricity. jut thev 
pushed this invention still further, and have 
provided that when the pressure 18 diminished at 
the main the gas cau either be totally extin- 
guished or let down toathread. It is chiefly in 
ihe lighting of the streets of a to'vn that the in- 
vention will be of practical use. Directly the gas 
is turned on the whole city will be simultaneously 
ilumimated, and when in the eariy morning the 
pressure is reduced the light may be totally ex- 
tinguished or gradually diminished.”

EASTERN MONEY-MARKETS.

The Boston Journal of Commerce says: 

The difficulty of saying anything new about the 
market is very great. The main features remain un-

$1,000,000 last week. Sore of the banks are using 
about all they can distribuie to keep customers sup- 
plied, Others find a good deal left over, but, generally, 
there is a confidant expectation of. better rates in the 
future. 

Of New York the Financial Chronicle says: 


The principal featuces this week have been a strong 
and active etock market, a scarcity of Government 
bonds, when wanted in large lots, generally higher 
prices for city, and raiiroad bonds, and firmer 
markets for d and exchange. As to speculative 
business there is evidently more inclination to indulge 
in stock Operations, and apparently more confidence 
in than we have noticed before for many 
months past. As to investments the tendency is 
Maturally conservative, and a distrust of new 
enterprises is one of the most noticeable features ; 
aside from this, however, the desire to realize more 
than 7 per cent on money 1s again showing itself in 
* the inquiry for railroad bonds or stocks which are be- 
lieved to. be good, but are temporarily depressed from 
various causes which do not afiect their reai value. 

Money on call has been abundant during most of

The price of this was nearly 60a a qr, 
so making the outlay on foreign wihieat upwards of 
£36,000,009 as the average of each of these years, 
There is thus every probability that the good wheat 
harvest of the present year will save us between £15,-

The New York /Produce-Hxrchange Weekly has

Beerbohin’s London cable of Sept. 30, 1874, reports 
the farmers’ deliveries of home-grown wheat in the 
150 towns in England and Wales, for the week ended 
Sept. 26, 1874, at 70,000 to 75,000 grs (and estimated in 
the Kingdom at 280,000 to 390,000 qr’). Imports for 
the same week : Wheat, 235,000 to 249,000 qrs; maize, 
below 55,000 to 60,000 qrs ; flour, 40,000 to 45,000 bris, 
giving a supply of wheat and flour, including imports 
and home deliveries, approximately of 540.000 to 6a,- 
125 qrs, against a weekly consumption of 400,000 qrs 
minimum, and 423,000 qra maximum, an excess of 
supply for the week over the consumption of 140,000 to 
145,125 qrs. 

The gupply of maize for same week was about 400,- 
000 bu, against an average weekly consumption of 554,- 
000 bu in 1872, and 847,000 bu in 1873. 

There were in transit for the United Kingdom on the 
17th of September, 1874, exclusive of steamer ehip- 
ments from American Atlantic ports, and eail and 
steamer shipments from the Baltic, 646,090 qrs of 
wheat, flour included, equal to5,168,720 bu; and 122,- 
240 qrs of maize, equal to 977,920 bu. Includedin the 
maize in transit there were 114,400 bu from the Black 
sea ports, and none from the Danube. 

The cable report gives a synopsis of the review of 
the crop prospects by the London Mark Lane Mepreas, 
which says: “ The recent rains have materially bene- 
fitted the root crops, There has, however, been too 
much rain for late potatoes, which have shown the 
commencement of di*ease, and this will cause a great- 
er demand upon the lower descriptions of Wheat, and 
prevent their further depreciation.

NEW BOARD OF TRADE. 
To the Editor of Tie Chicago Tribune: 

Although 1 c@hnot admit as eorrect all the 
statements nade in an editorial under the above 
caption in @ recert issue of your paper, I feel 
like thanking Tue T’RipuNe for calling the atten- 
tion of the members of the Board of ‘l'rade to 
the perilous position of their association. There 
is no use of disputing or disguising the fact. 
The Board of Trade is beset by foes within and 
enemies without, and the sooner the members 
recognize this truth and act for the 
tion of their organization the less 
laborious will be their task. There is less to 
be feared from the suits of injunctions brought 
by ousted members smarting from deserved ais- 
cipline, or from attorneys apparently ambitious 
to overthrow the Association, than there is from 
the unwillingness of its members to make 
prompt and proper complaint for violation of 
contracts and rules of the Board, and from the 
neglect of its executive officers to act wisely 
aud fearlessly upon compilaiuts or charges when 
made. The objects had in view in the organiza- 
tion ®f the Board are fully set forth in the pre- 
ambie to the rules, which” are signed by each 
member when applying for membership in the 
Association. The preamble reads as follows : 

Having a desire to advance the commercial charac- 
ter, and promote the mercantile and manufacturing 
interests of the City of Chicago, and wishing to incul- 
cste just and equitable principles in trade, establish 
aud maintain uniformity in commercial usages, ac- 
guire, preserve, and disseminate valuable busiiese in- 
formation, and with @ view to avoid and sdjust, as far 
as practicable, the controversies aud misunderstand- 
ings which are apt to arise between individuals en- 
gaged in trade,—we, the mem ers of the Board of 
Trade of the City of Chicago, by virtue of the power 
vested in us by the preceding charter, do hereby agree 
to be governed by the following rules and by-laws: 

It is supposed the rules that fallow were made 
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with the intent of obtaining the above “noe 
and they should be 80 construed. . 
it is well known there are members —_ 
seek opportunities to use these very rules Lew aoe 
prosecution of sharp practices and tric a 
most extensive and disgraceful attempt belug 
made at the culmination of what has been 
denominated ‘‘the July corn-corners. Whiist 
confessing and charging that certain members 
are guilty of conduct that ought not to be re 
ated in any commercial body,—and which, if al- 
lowed to pass without an expression of one A 
proval in the way of discipline, will do that 4 y 
a permanent injury,—yet lam not prepare Bred 
admit that there is even a respectable minority 
of the Board of Trade who approve of *’cor- 
ners,” or of any of the sharp practices and dis- 
honorable tricks resorted to now and then by 
some desperate and unscrupulous speculator. 

Those who desire to transact legitimate busi- 
ness upon fair and equitable rinciples are in 
the large majority, and they have in their own 
hands the remedy for the correction of the evils 
from which they suifer,—evils which come from 
unworthy members, emboldened in theif acts by 
the neglect of their victims to complain when 
victimized, and emboldened more than all by the 
recent interference of the courts in granting in- 

. r 
junctions and forcing upon the Board of ‘Trade 
men who have been suspended for non-fulfill- 
meut of contracts or expelled for fraudulent and 
dishoest purposes. 

Somehow or other (probably from injunction 
suits) the impression has been going mm many 
quarters that the Courts have decided certain 
rules of the Board of Trade in conflict with 
the statutes of the State; also, that the Directors 
of the Board are powerless to enforce penalties 
for violations of contracts. In regard to this, 
let me say there have been two decisions adverse 
to the validity of the rules of the Board, and no 
decision denying the authority of the Board ; of 
Directors to suspend members from the privi- 
leges of the Association for non-fulfiliment of 
contracts. But, on the contrary, the decisions 10 
all cases reaching atrial in the lower and in the 
Supreme Courts have been in favor of the 
charter and rules of the Loard and the power of 
the Directors. To be more definite, I will state 
that during last year three suits were brought 
acainkt the Board by members who had either 
been suspended or feared suspension from the 
privileges of the Association. First by 
Brine, who was restored to the privileges of the 
Board by virtue of the decision of the Court that 
the proceedings of the Directors in suspending 
him in 1872 were irregular, or not in accordance 
with the rules of the Board. The second suit 
was the case of W. C. Lincoln, who, it is 
understood, was influenced to institute proceed- 
ings against the Board by outside partacs, who 
boasted they would “puncture a hole in that 
institution.” Mr. Lincoln abandoned his suit 
upon hearing the decision m the LDrine case, 
being convinced that he had no case. 

The third suit waa instituted by Mr, Traman, 
who was suspended by vote of the Board of Di- 
rectors for his failure to comply with the terms 
of his contract made with Nichols & Helmer. In 
the decision of-this case the action of the Direc- 
tors and the validity of the rales of the Board 
were sustained, and Mr. Truman lost his case. 
Three injunction suits are now pending, and 
have not yet reached a trial. the only case 
against the Board that has been decided by the 
supreme Court was that of I. P. Page, who was 
suspended from the. privileges of the Board by 
the Directors for refusing to pav a note given in 
consideration of the rescinding or settlement of 
a contract. The Court heid that a performance 
of contracts could be enforced under the charter, 
and that the rule under which Page was sus- 
pended from the privileges of the Association 
by vote of the Directors was just, reasonable, 
and lawful. 

The Supreme Court in regard to this rule used 
the following lancwuage: ‘‘In our judgement, 
though it might sometimes operate harshly, it is 
well adapted to secure the object we have named, 
and preserve the high character and credit of 
the Board. That a corporation, purely com- 
mercial in its character, would soon cease to 
be respected or respectable if it tolerated 
arnong its members a violation of an undisputed 
contract is a proposition too plain for argu- 
ment.” This portion of the decision of the 5a- 
preme Court seems to bein concurrence with 
the opinion of Tue TRikuNg, as it remarks ** that 
if it becomes a settled fact that contracts can 
be violated with utter impunity, then the grain 
— that comes here will go to other places 
wh@re contracts are respected.”

THE FIRST REGIMENT. 

A meeting of the First Regiment MNlinofs State 
Guards was held last night at their Armory, No 
79 State street, with Gen. Frank T. Sherman 
the Major commanding, in the chair 

Two recruiting oflicers reported two full com- 
panies, which were assigned E and F in the 
line.

Mr. James Galbraith, in his report of the busi- 
ness of the Stock-Yard Postal Station for the 
month of September, shows that, although it 
was acknowledged to be a success in a month 
after its establishment, its present business far 
exceeds the expectations of its best friends. 
The office now employs three carriers, and, with 
their assistance, seven delivery and four collec- 
tion trips are made daily. In the report the 
number of ‘stters delivered is set down at over 
13,000, in the following proportion: Mal letters, 
12,258 ; local letcers, 1,583 ; and registered letters, 
20. Over 23,100 letters were collected during the 
month, and out of that number only 79 have 
been returned. The postal-cards and news- 
papers, etc., also presented respectable figures, 
of the former there having been 1,238 delivered 
and 4,867 collected; and of the latter 4,329 
delivered and 4,874 collected. The number of 
letters registered at the Soffice was 32, the 
number of money-orders issued 35, and paid 5. 
The amount of the money-orders that were 
issued is #774,54, and the amount paid $57. 
From the sale of stamps and stamped envelopes, 
Uncle Sam received $930.80, which, to say the 
least, is a good sum to receive from ® postal- 
piation.

THE ASIA MINOR FAMINE. 

ONE HUNDRED AND FIFTY THOUSAND DEATHS— 
SCENES OF DREADFUL 8UFFERING—THE NEED OF 
HELP. ' 

To the Editor of the New York Tribune: 

Sra: The brief telegraphic announcements 
which occasioualiy appear in the newspapers in 
respect to the famine prevailing in the central 
portion of Asia Minor give but a very inadequate 
presentation of the extent and severity of the 
scourge. Over an area of country nearly 
as large as the State of New York, people 
in great numbers are dying of starvation and of 
the diseases which result from lack of nour- 
ishing food. It is estimated that already as 
many as 150,000 have died. Every day adds new 
victims, while crowds on crowds of pale, ema- 
ciated, staggering men, women, and children are 
pouring into the adjacent cities and towns beg- 
ging for bread. If any one will take a map of 
Asia Minor and draw a line from Angora to 
Conia, Iconium, on the west, and from Conia 
to Nigdeh on the south, thence to Tocat 


on the east, and then back again to Angora on 
the north, one will have the limits, comprising 
40 to 50 square miles, within which the utmost 
severity of the famine is felt. This region 
might formerly have been calied a very garden 
for its fruitfulness. Even under imperiect 
Asiatic agricuiture, crops of grain were se- 
cured sufficient for all the wants of the popu- 
lation and for a large exportation. Last 
year, 1873, through the failure of the usual 
rains, these crops were almost entirely cut 
off, and the whole population shut up to the very 


limited stores remaining from former year,. .
